A land of five rivers with profound faith in Sikhism .A society 
of revolutionaries and martyrdom, the vibrant past memoirs of the freedom, 
takes me back in time to collect archive material and visit places of Kookas 
historic importance, At the age of 64 years, I am out to rediscover history. 


Whenever I see men or women dressed in white they remind me of warriors, 
who are of a different kind, who would rather sacrifice their own lives than 
kill. By belief and practice, they would not kill a little ant or an insect during 
their farming operations. They are the 

Namdhari Sikhs or the Kookas . Clad in white , Knadi handspun Punjabi 
Kutras and churidar pajama ensemble, and the men wear straight white 
turbans and the woman cover their heads with white dupatta.

‘Audio: He-ingrained in his followers the idea of Satyagraha, non violence 

and non cooperation. His followers spun their own cloth and dressed in pure 
cotton and boycotted all that was even remotely British. His following grew 
rapidly, which alarmed the British masters. 


The East India company had a gieat monopoly going. Cotton was being 
shipped to England where it was processed and made into cloth . British 
economy was booming .Every one had a job. The cloth manufactured in 
England was shipped back to India and sold at a great profit. :

Audio: The Kooka organization managed to evade the eyes of the British 
through systematic and quiet non- cooperation and non usage of railway and 
postal services. The Kookas traveled by horse, bullock cart or by foot but 
not by railway train, For them it was a sin because it was a vehicle of the 
colonial masters. ns 


Kookas had forbidden the use of British postal system in India. They 
invented and perfected their-own system of sending and receiving message, 
letters and orders, from their national and international headquarters in 
Bhaini sahib, The language of communication of the kookas was mostly a. 


Punjabi version which specially evolved itself during usage into a kind of code 


language which was difficult even for the bulk of Punjabis outside the kookas 
organization to easily understand. They also used words from Persian but 
stayed away from the usage of English. 


- Soon they had well knit organization and secret cells functioning at places 


like Peshawar, Kabul, Haripur and the Turk areas of Russia, This underground 
service was controlled and manoged by Suba Gurcharan Singh. o

Audio: 

Guru Ram Singh was conscious of the prevailing poverty in the land. He also 
knew how the Brahmanic influence had increased immensely since the days of 
Ranjit Singh, He decided to save his meek and simple disciples from costly . 


. marriage ceremonies, and other expensive rituals. This was to save them 


from avoidable indebtedness, as well as from the over-powering sway of the 
Pundits. Accordingly, the Guru initiated the Anand Marriage ceremony which 
could be performed at a nominal cost. 


The Anand Marriagés were not initiated by anybody except Guru Ram Singh. 
The marriages of almost all the Gurus including the one of the tenth Guru, 
Guru Gobind Singh, were performed according to Brahmanic rites. In fact, 
even the marriage of Guru Ram Singh Himself, was performed by the family’ 
priest in the traditional way, Guru Ram Singh launched the programme of 
Anand Marriages‘in the first week of June 1863 in the village of Khote 
where a large number of Nanidhari disciples collected under the inspiration 
of the Guru, The daughter and grand-daughter of Summund Singh was 
married in the simple form. The daughter of a carpenter was married in the 
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family of the Arora caste so that the caste feeling may be eschewed. People 
felt greatly interested to see the performance of such marriages by the 
Guru. But the Brahmans who had been acting as the priests of village 
families for a long time raised a powerful cry of protest. They threatened to 
throw themselves into the burning pyre if the new system of marriages was 
not stopped. The Brahmans were supported by such menials as barbers, 
washer men and street-singers, since their earning were equally affected, 
But who can stop the Sat guru from doing what pleases Him? 





Nevertheless, a report was filed by the Brahmans and their ‘Support 
the authorities about the collection and activities of 500 Sikhs; 
village. The Governor ordered the Deputy Commissioner of Feroz 
proceed to the village of Khote for proper investigations. As a result the 
Namdhari Sikhs were compelled to break their assembly, and they were sent 
back to their respective villages. Sat guru Ram Singh Himself was interned i in 
Bhaini Sahib. 








In spite of the interference of the Government, the practice of Anand 
Marriage prevailed among the Namdhari Sikhs without exception. It was also 
revived amongst the other Sikhs, Side by side; the agitation for this reform 
went on and, in 1909, the Anand Marriage Act was passed by the Government 
of India due to the direct blessings of Sri Sat guru Partap Singh and 
efforts of Tikka Sahib of Nabha and some others. This Act was passed on 
end October 1909. :

. Audio: During the 1860's Sat guru Ram Singh ji and his ardent followers 
started organizing a parallel government of their own in Punjab. An 
underground administration system called Suba system. 


The Suba in Punjabi means a province but in terms of Kooka administration it 7 
meant a Governor or commander of a district of the Kooka administration, <2" 

- their were 22 Subas. It administered the religious- spiritual, social, civil and 
military administration of the Kookas. The Subas were highly motivated and 
dedicated grass root leader and organizers. 


The amazing thing is that their system of Subas remains intact valid to our 
own day. Though the militant struggle of the kookas came to an end with " 
India winning freedom in 1947, almost 90 years after their white flag of 
revolution and freedom was hoisted at Bhaini Sahib in 1857.Even today over 
two million Namdharis are administered by the subas.

Audio: The government cracked down on the Namdhari Sikhs with a heavy 
hand. The British resorted to their malicious game of divide and rule to 
crush the Namdaharis. They legalized cow slaughter in the holy city of 
Amritsar which they had earlier banned to honor the religious sentiments of 
the Sikhs and Hindus. 


The Namdhari Sikhs reacted violently to the lifting of ban cow slaughter in 
Amritsar, In 1871 the Namdhari Sikhs rioted and attacked several * 
butcheries and killed many butchers. A similar incident took place on 15™ 
Jan1872 at Malerkotla where Namdhari Sikhs fought pitched battles with 
the imperial forces to protest against cow slaughter in the holy city. Scores 
of Namdhari Sikhs laid down their lives on the battlefield, 


When Sat Guru Ram Sirgh ji came to know that the lives of innocent peopl 
were endangered for the murders committed by the Namdhari Sikhs. He 
directed the Sikhs to go and surrender to the authorities, so that the ‘ 
innocent may not be hanged... 


- It was in such circumstances that Bhela Singh, Fateh singh, Hakim singh and 
Lehma singh came forth to fearlessly confess their deeds to save the 
innocent victims of the English olinded judicial system . The news spread in 
‘the entire city of Amritsar. Tne public was deeply moved and impressed by 
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the way the Sikhs has confessed their guilt and saved others from the 
gallows. They were hanged on 15 september, 1871. 

After the execution of kookas freedom fighters the Lt Governor of Punjab 
issued a proclamation ordering deportation of Sat Guru Ram singh ji to’ 
Rangoon and imposed total ban on Kookas assemblies.

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As I complete my research tour at the age of o4, kookas movement linger in 
memory till date.

As faith would have it Mahatma Gandhi is —-| 
credited with starting the non violent movement in 
India to oust the British out of India. Gandhji ~ 
deserves a lot of praise bécause he did implement 
the principles of non violence , but he certainly 
was not the originator of that concept . 


Gandhiji Icarnt that from the Sikhs. The Sikhs 
drew their inspiration from their religious Gurus. 
It was Satguru Ram Singhji who first sowed the 
seeds of nationalism and patriotism, on the 
principles of non violence and civil disobedience. 
Gandhiji !ater emulated these principles in the 
freedom struggle for India’s independencs 
Between 1857 and 1863 Sat Guru Ram Singh Ji 


disciples swelled and grew in numbers. Sat Guru

Ile ingrained in his followers: the idea of 
Satyagraha, non violence and non cooperation. 
His followers spun their own cloth and dressed in, 
pure cotton and boycotted all that was even 
remotely British.

Guru Ram Singh was conscious of the prevailing, 
poverty in the land.

‘The Anand Marriages were not initiated by 
anybody except Guru Ram Singh. The marriages 
of almost all the Gurus including the one of the 
tenth Guru, Guru Gobind Singh, were perfornied 
according to Brahmanic rites. In fact even the 
marriage of Guru Ram Singh Himself, was 
performed by the family pricst in the traditional 
way. Guru Ram Singh launched the programme of 
Anand Marriages in the first week of June 1863 in 
the village of Khote where a large number of 
iples collected under the inspiration 
Phe daughter and grand-daughter of 
Summund Singh was marricd,in the simple form. 
‘The daughter of a carpenter was married in the 
family of the Arora caste so that the caste feeling, 
may be eschewed. People felt greatly interested to 
see the performance of such marriages by the 
Guru. But the Brahmans who had been acting as 
the priests of village familics for a long time 
raised a powerful cry of protest. They threatened 
to throw themselves into the burning pyre ifthe 
new system of marriages was not stopped. The 
Brahmans were supported by such menials as 
barbers, washer men and street-singers, since their 
earning were cqually affected, But who can stop 
the Sat guru from doing what pleases Him? 







Nevertheless, a report was liled by the Brahmans 
and their supporters with the authorities about the 
collection aid activities of S00 Sikhs in their 

hhe Governor ordered the Deputy 

yer of Ferozepore to proceed to the 
village of Khote for proper investigations. As a 
result the Namdhari Sikhs were compelled to 
break their assembly, and they were sent back to 
their respective villages, Sat guru Ram Singh 
Himself was interned in Bhaini Sahib.

‘The Govt received alarming reports about the 7] 


growing influence and expansionist activities of 
Namdhuri Sikhs. A group of Namdhari Sikhs had 
declared independence in 1869 at Sirsa (Punjab) 
and announced the commencement of Khalsa rule, 


To consolidated their power, the Brilishers had 
adopted the policy of dividing the population on 
religion and communal basis. ‘They first issued 
orders that * No one should be allowed to 
interfere with the practice by his neighbour and of 
customs ,which that neighbours religion either 
enjoins or permits.” 





‘Then Muslims were cncouraged (o practice Cow 
killing. This was totally against the religious 
practice and sentiments of Ilindus and Sikhs, 
Namdhari Sikhs understood the policy of British 
Government, 


Namdhari revolted against the British rule .They 
raided the slaughter house at Amritsar on 15" 
June,1871 and then Raikot on 15" July,1871. The 
British Government reacted quickly. But could 
not able to arrest the real person who had raided 
the slaughter houses. 


As per British Government document No. 
1060,dated 10/09/1871.” No evidence was 
available in this case, tilt on the order of the Guru 
Ram Singhji, the real culprits (Namdharis) 
presented themselves before the judge”. 


‘Three Namdharis were hanged on 5" August 1871 
at Raikot, four at Amritsar on 15" 
September, 1871 and two at Ludhiana on 26" 
November, 1871. : 

Under the leadership of S. Hira Singh and 
S.Lehna Singh, Namdahri Sikhs attacked 
Malerkotla on 1872. ‘There was fierce fighting. 
‘The Kukas fought bravely, persons from both 
sides were killed. S. Ilira Singh also lost his left, 
arm. In the evening ,this group of Namdharis went 
to village Rarh, S.Hira Singh addressed the group, 
“We had achieved our target. We had conveyed 
our feclings to the British Governmentthat the 
Indians had woken up. They would neither 
tolerate foreign rule nor hurt their religious 
sentiments and self respect.” 
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Then ail of them resolved to surrender 
ime the rulet of Malerkotla 
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. force to bring all the arrested Namdharis

state was minor. Mr Cowen was working as a 





revolutionist to Malerkotla parade ground. He had 
got nine canons who had attacked Malerkotla. It 
was evening of 17" Jan1871, when the brave ,~ 
Namdhari reachew the parade ground of * 
Malerkotla. Now a days this ground is known aas 
“Kukian da shaheedi Rakkar”. 


Mr Cowen conducted no trail.Even the name of 
persons were not recorded. He ii diatcly ~ 
ordered to tic the rebels Namdharis to the canon's 
mouth. But the Namdharis refused saying”they 
would come to the canon mouth themselves tum. 
by turn”. 

Once again MrCowen proposed them (o stand 
their backs (o the canon . But again the Kukas 
replied that only the cowards dic a death by 
receiving the shots on the backs. They would die.a 
brave death getting the shots in their chests. 
Before order to shoot,Mr Cowen questioned group 
leader S.Hira Singh,’why they had auacked 
Marerkotla ?° 

S Hira Singh replied very firmly ,"We shall be 
bom again ,hold the sword in our own hands and 
wage a war which will destroy your rule”. 





Then seven canons were set to fire and seven were 
blown. Seven times the seven canons were set to 
fire and all the times seven Namdharis ic 49 jn 
total bestowed their lives for the independence of 
India. 


A young of twelve ,Bishan Singh ji was askéd by 
Mr & Mrs‘Cowen to renunciate Guru Ram Singhji 
and Namdharism to save his life.As soon as 
Bishan Singh heard these words which insulted 
his master.He pounced upon Mr Cowen caught 
him by the beard , his life was in danger. But Mr 
Cowen life was saved by native officers who cut 
the hands &heads of Bishan Singh with their 
swords, 

Next day on 18" Jan, 16 more Namndharis were 
blown off with the canons. It was the only 
inhuman and illegal action of its kind in history. 
The Government was waiting since long for an 
appropriate opportunity. The governinent took this 
occasion of Malerkotla as affording an 
opportunity for exercising its absolute power for 
crushing the Namdhari Sikhs.

The residence of Satguru Ram Si ighji , now 
called Gurudwara Sri Bhaini sahib was taide by 
the police. A strong police was statiotied at the’ 
main gate of the tesidence., which remained for 
51 years. . 
Namdharis were ordered not to hold meetings and 
leave their place of residence without informing 
the police or village head, Not more than five 
Sikhs could assemble at a place.The whole 
Namdhari comunity was treated like sediators. 
















Hundreds of Namdhari Sikhs were sent (0 jails or 
deported to Andaman island and Properties were 
seized. . 














But Namdhari were undaunted, by rigrous 
imprisoned life and the prosecution of the 
Police. They continiously fouglit the freedom of 
India under the benign and inspiring guidance of 
Satguru Hari Singhji and Satguru Pratap Singhji.
